I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  for  1969° 

The  two  main  public  health  problems  in  the  town  are  the  disposal 
of  sewage  and  refuse*  when  the  new  sewage  works  is  completed  it 
should  be  able  to  deal  adequately  with  domestic  and  industrial 
sewage  and  further  building  in  the  town  will  be  possible  and  river 
pollution  diminishedo  Improved  methods  of  refuse  disposal  in 
co-operation  with  neighbouring  local  authorities  are  still  being 
negotiatedo 

The  Housing  Act*  1969  enables  householders  to  have  larger 
grants  towards  modernizing  and  improving  their  properties  and  there 
are  signs  that  many  more  people  now  wish  to  apply  for  improvement 
grants  than  in  past  years*  The  Council  are  modernizing  pre-war 
council  houses  in  the  town 

There  is  an  increasing  need  for  more  group  dwellings  as  the 
number  of  elderly  people  in  the  community  rises®  The  Homestead 
and  Grove  Court  have  proved  very  successful  in  providing  for  the 
needs  of  the  elderly  and  Manor  Court  Is  shortly  to  be  opened 
providing  6  flats  for  married  couples,  12  bed-sitting  room  flats 
for  single  people  and  2  guest  rooms o  In  each  group  dwelling 
there  is  a  resident  warden e 

Trowbridge  is  fortunate  in  having  an  open  air  swimming  pool 
which  is  extensively  used®  This  year  a  plant  has  been  installed 
for  heating  the  water  in  the  poolo 

The  statistics  in  the  tables  which  follow  indicate  an  increase 
of  300  in  population  to  17,940o  The  birth  rate,  20o6  per  1,000 
population  is  above  the  national  average  of  16o3»  The  death 
rate  of  10o5  per  1,000  population  is  below  the  national  figure 
of  11 o9  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  rose  from  6  % 
in  196b  to  9  1°  in  19&9*  the  national  figure  for  1969  being  6 
The  infant  mortality  rate,  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of 
age  per  1,000  live  births,  was  14  compared  with  lb  for  England 
and  wales® 

91  %  of  the  babies  born  in  1968  had  been  immunised  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  by  the  end  of  19 69  and 
most  of  these  against  poliomyelities  also®

carried  out  investigations  in  the  originating  country® 

Twenty  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs  were  investigated 
during  the  year.  Most  complaints  were  of  mould  and  extraneous 
matter  involving  the  products  of  large  firms.  No  court  proceedings

B  -  HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS . 


(a)  UNFIT  HOUSES » 

Two  Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  two  unfit  properties. 

A  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of  nine  properties  in  Cross 
Street  was  confirmed  hy  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  respect  of  fifty  properties  in  Timbrell 
Street  and  Charlotte  Street  were  the  subject  of  a  Public  Local  Inquiry. 
Subsequently  the  Minister  confirmed  the  Orders. 

Twenty-four  properties  in  The  Halve  were  inspected  during  the  year, 
sixteen  of  which  were  placed  in  the  unfit  category.  Nine  (four  fit 
and  five  unfit)  are  included  in  the  list  of  Buildings  of  Architectural 
or  Historic  Interest  under  Section  30  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947  (Grade  II )  and  require  special  consent  for  demolition. 

The  route  of  the  northern  relief  road  haa  still  to  be  determined  but 
the  present  proposed  route  would  affect  every  property.  No  decision 
has  therefore  been  possible  on  a  course  of  action.  Meanwhile  it  has 
been  necessary  to  make  Closing  Orders  on  two  houses.  Uncertainty 
of  the  future  has  been  a  concern  of  many  owners. 

(b)  HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  cJ PUPATION, 


Informal  action  continued  to  be  taken  wherever  necessary  under  the 
Council 8 s  adopted  code  of  standards  for  multi-occupied  houses. 

(c)  RENT  ACT. 

No  applications  were  received  for  certificates  of  disrepair. 

(d)  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  became  operative  on  25th  August,  1 9^9 *  The 
maximum  for  Standard  Grants  was  increased  from  £155  to  £200  and  for 
Discretionary  Grants  from  £400  to  £1,000  or  £1,200.  Certain  repair  work 
equivalents©  half  the  cost  of  improvements  can  now  be  included.  A 
Special  Grant  can  be  made  for  the  improvement  of  houses  in  multiple 
occupation. 

Improvement  Areas  may  be  defined  and  both  the  houses  and  the 
amenities  in  the  area  (e.g.  open  spaces,  additional  lighting,  tree 
planting,  footpaths)  be  grant  aided.

No  significant  change  was  evident  when  compared  with  previous  years® 

No  conclusive  evidence  was  obtained  that  any  rodents  in  the  town 
were  immune  from  Warfarin  bait  but  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
difficult  treatments  was  noted*  Aberrations  from  normal  behaviour 
came  to  notice  during  exceptionally  cold  weather  in  March  when  mice 
covered  their  Warfarin  bait  with  leaves,  earth  and  sticks  as  though 
protecting  their  winter8 s  food  supply®  One  mouse,  with  an  obvious 

touch  of  humour,  covered  his  bait  on  the  first  night  with  a  bus  ticket, 
on  the  second  with  a  sixpence  and  on  the  third  with  a  handkerchief I 

More  than  200  pigeons  were  trapped  during  the  year  from  heavily 
contaminated  buildings®  100  of  these  were  ringed  and  were  returned 
to  their  owners  in  various  parts  of  the  country® 

The  Council  has  eleven  contracts  for  the  regular  treatment  for  rats 
and  mice  at  commercial  and  industrial  premises  and  at  one  hospital®
